J. A. Oldfield & Son to observe 130th anniversary 

County’s oldest continuously operated business encompasses four generations of Oldfield family

The oldest operating business in 
Morgan County is observing its 130th 
anniversary this year, with a big celebra- 
tion planned this weekend to honor its 
storied history and valued customers. 

J.A. Oldfield & Son General Store, 
located at Mize, has spanned four gen- 
erations of family proprietorship since 
its establishment in 1877 by John A. 
Oldfield, Sr., who sold a variety of dry 
goods including clothing, groceries, and 
hardware. 

John A. Oldfield, Sr., was succeeded 



as owner by his son, John A. Oldfield, 
Jr., grandson Frank Oldfield and wife 
Doris, and great-grandchildren and cur- 
rent operators Alan and Charlotte 
Oldfield, of Mize, and Leah Karen 
Gardner, of Lexington. 

Charlotte Oldfield said the original 
store — which was located on a hill near 
the present modern store building - was 
the closest supply shop for several com- 
munities in western Morgan County. 

“The early store generated a lot of 
business because people in Mize, Ezel 
and Hazel Green would otherwise have 
to travel several miles to West Liberty 



for essential items,” Oldfield said. “The 
store was centrally located, and it be- 
came a meeting place of sorts. Its im- 
portance to the community was further 
heightened after the Mize post office 
was opened inside the building.” 

The post office, which was estab- 
lished in 1882 by state Sen. W.O. Mize, 
of Hazel Green, began an Oldfield tra- 
dition of postmastership with the suc- 
cession of John A. Oldfield Sr. (1882), 
John A. Oldfield Jr. (1910) and wife 
Cliffie (1944), Frank Oldfield (1964) 
and Charlotte Oldfield (2000). 

The business was relocated in the 



1940s to a building across the road from 
the current store when U.S. 460 came 
through Mize. During that time, the 
Oldfields capitalized on farming sup- 
plies, which eventually became a com- 
pany bedrock. 

“When the store moved down the hill, 
the family expanded its feed, seed, fenc- 
ing, tobacco and fertilizer supply lines,” 
Charlotte Oldfield said. “The second 
store also continued to carry the general 
merchandise items that were in the pre- 
vious store, along with a few new items.” 

The Oldfields expanded their busi- 
ness again in 1978, when they opened 



the current store and constructed a fer- 
tilizer plant to efficiently meet area farm- 
ing needs as an independent Southern 
States dealer since 1980. 

“All lines of farming supplies were 
expanded again at the current store,” 
Charlotte Oldfield said. “We opened the 
fertilizer plant, which is managed by 
longtime employee Kenny Hollon, and 
introduced a full line of feeds and seeds 
for farming and gardening. General mer- 
chandise items are also still available, 
in the tradition of the previous stores.” 
The recent decrease in farming has

Schools get day off after 
staph diagnosed at MCHS 



Classes were dismissed at all Mor- 
gan County schools Wednesday after a 
local high school student was diagnosed 
on Tuesday with a 
Meticillin Resistant 
Staph Aureus 
(MRSA) infection. 

The precautionary 
measure was taken 
to permit employees 
to clean and sanitize school buildings. 

The diagnosis of the drug-resistent in- 
fection in the local school adds to alarm 
being fueled by growing numbers of re- 
ports in the media regarding the spread 
of MRSA infections, both community 
acquired and health care associated. 

According to the Kentucky Depart- 
ment for Public Health, Staph is com- 
monly carried on the skin and in the nose 
of healthy persons. It is not a threat to 
healthy individuals but can lead to seri- 
ous infections in those with unintact skin 
or those with certain health problems, 

Increasingly, staph infections are 
caused by strains of the bacteria that are 
resistant to antibiotics traditionally used 
to treat these types of infections. 

According to Dr. William Hacker, 
Acting Undersecretary for Health and 
Public Health Commissioner, it is im- 
portant for persons to seek medical help 
immediately if they suspect they may 
have a staph infection. 

•Staph infections are spread by close 
contact with infected people. Staph can 
also be spread through contaminated ob- 



jects and surfaces onto the skin of indi- 
viduals through contact. 

•Strict and frequent hand washing is 
the most important 
measure to prevent 
the spread of staph 
infections. 

•The lesions are 
often mistaken for 
spider bites and de- 
scribed as boils. The site is usually red, 
swollen, painful and draining. 

•Methicillin resistant staphylococcus 
aureus (MRSA) is becoming more com- 
mon in athletes because of the type of 
activities and exposure. 

•Routine cleaning procedures with an 
acceptable commercial disinfectant or a 
fresh (mixed daily) solution of 1 part 
bleach to 100 parts water is effective 
against staph. 

•Keep infections covered with clean, 
dry bandages. 

•Follow your health care provider’s 
instructions on proper care of the wound. 
Pus from infected wounds can contain 
bacteria and spread the infection to oth- 
ers. 

•Do not share personal items (e.g. 
towels, washcloth, razor, clothing or 
uniforms) or other items that may have 
been in contact with the wound or 
wound drainage. 

•Wash hands after touching infected 
skin and bandages. Put disposable 
wastes in a separate plastic bag and seal. 
This can then be placed in regular trash.

Grand jury 
returns 14 
indictments 

Jury rules self-defense 
after hearing evidence on 
July shooting on Ky. 589 

The Morgan County Grand Jury met 
on Oct. 4 and returned 14 indictments 
naming 14 individuals on 34 felony 
counts, three misdemeanor counts, and 
one violation. 

In its report, the grand jury noted that 
it heard testimony and evidence con- 
cerning a shooting that occurred on July 
15 on Ky.

The 
jury found from the evidence that the 
shooting was justifiable self-defense.

ARH CEO GIVES 
UPDATE ON 
STRIKE SITUATION 

I want to provide you with the 
latest information regarding the 
status of the KNA/WVNA 
Nurses Union strike. We have 
informed you in the past about 
the extraordinary efforts we have 
made since June to negotiate in 
good faith with the union lead- 
ers. In spite of these efforts, the 
union called a strike on October 
1st. 

We have focused on keeping 
our hospitals fully operational, 
which has included hiring perma- 
nent replacement nurses to sup- 
port the more than 20% (60% 
locally) of our registered nurses 
who chose to continue to work 
in spite of the strike. We have 
been successful in maintaining 
the services and quality of care 
you expect from ARH. 

We’ve listened closely to un- 
derstand the issues that the union 
cites are behind the strike. ARH 
addressed each individual pro- 
posal received before the strike 
began. Although ARH requested 
a comprehensive proposal on a 
number of occasions, we never 
received such a proposal from the 
nurses union, either during nego- 
tiations or since the strike began. 

In response to a request from 
the federal mediator, we did meet 
regarding the current impasse 
and to look for opportunities for 
settlement. And late last week, 
our attorney approached the 
union’s attorney with a request 
for the union to meet with ARH 
to discuss a specific settlement 
offer. 

The settlement offer would 
have ended the nurses’ strike, and 
addressed the issues that the 
union has raised that are outside 
of the proposed ARH contract 
terms. One of the issues ARH 
offered to settle was the 36/40- 
workweek court case that is out- 
standing. 

We have offered both a highly 
competitive pay and benefit 
package to our nurses and a 
means to settle issues beyond the 
new contract terms. But the union 
seems content to let the strike 
continue. We continue to wonder 
if our nurses’ best interests are 
really the union’s top priority or 
whether their legislative agenda 
regarding staffing rations and 
mandatory overtime is being pur- 
sued at the expense of ARH 
nurses and our community. 

We will be meeting Friday, 
Oct. 19, with the federal media- 
tor and representatives in efforts 
to resolve issues surrounding the 
nurses’ strike. Meanwhile we ask 
for your continued understanding 
and support as we work toward 
resolution of a difficult situation. 
We promise to keep you ap- 
praised.

The governor imposed the ban 
on Oct. 4 in response to extreme 
drought conditions. Other out- 
door burning regulations remain 
in effect. It is illegal to burn 
within 150 feet of a woodland or 
burn brush between 6:00 a.m. 
and 6:00 p.m. during the fire haz- 
ard season, which runs through 
mid-December.

The Caney Valley Volunteer 
Fire Department responded to a 
housefire on Snake Den Road 
that gutted a home early Friday 
morning, with backup from Ha- 
zel Green Fire Department in 
Wolfe County.

Brandt said the fire’s cause 
remains undetermined at this 
time. 

Four Caney Valley firefighters 
and three Hazel Green 
firefighters responded to the 
blaze and supervised the 
structure’s burning after contain- 
ment.

This is good weather 
to begin preparations for the up- 
coming winter weather. 

We are currently patching 
blacktop roads that are in need, 
using a $450,000 grant that I re- 
ceived from the office of Gov. 
Fletcher and the Transportation 
Cabinet. 

The mowing tractors are be- 
ing winterized and parked up un- 
til spring. We are beginning the 
installation of snow plows and 
salt spreaders on our trucks. 

I enjoy thinking about volun- 
teers and the work that they ac- 
complish for our county.

This week I would like to 
talk about a group that truly 
makes a difference in young 
lives.

We recently had a Kiwanis pro- 
gram featuring the district chair- 
man of the scouts and he gave us 
some statistics that I wanted to 
pass along to the citizens of Mor- 
gan County. 

Scouting’s Bottom Line 

What happens to a Scout? For 
every 100 boys who join scout- 
ing, records indicate that: 

• RARELY will one be 
brought before the juvenile court 
system. 

• Two will become Eagle 
Scouts. 

• Seventeen will become fu- 
ture scout leaders. 

• Twelve will have their first 
contact with a church. 

• One will enter the clergy. 

• Five will earn their church 
award. 

• Eighteen will develop a 
hobby that will last through their 
adult life. 

• Eight will enter a vocation 
that was learned through the 
merit badge system. 

• One will use his scouting 
skills to save his own life. 

• One will use his scouting 
skills to save the life of another 
person. 

Scouting’s alumni record is 
equally impressive. A recent na- 
tionwide survey of high schools 
revealed the following informa- 



tion: 

• Eighty-five percent of stu- 
dent council presidents were 
scouts. 

• Eighty-nine percent of se- 
nior class presidents were scouts. 

• Eighty percent of junior 
class presidents were scouts. 

• Seventy-five percent of 
school publication editors were 
scouts. 

• Seventy-one percent of foot- 
ball captains were scouts. 

Scouts also account for: 

• Sixty-four percent of Air 
Force Academy graduates. 

• Sixty-eight percent of West 
Point graduates. 

• Seventy percent of Annapo- 
lis graduates. 

• Seventy-two percent of 
Rhodes Scholars. 

• Eighty-five percent of FBI 
agents. 

• Twenty-six of the first 29 
astronauts. 

Note: Since this was written, 
the percentage of Eagle Scouts 
has climbed to nearly 4 percent. 
The Eagle Scout Service in 1997 
announced that the figure was 
3.89 percent.

Two Cups of Coffee

When things in your life seem 
almost too much to handle, when 
24 hours in a day are not enough, 
remember the mayonnaise 
jar... and the 2 cups of coffee. 

A professor stood before his 
philosophy class and had some 
items in front of him.

(CPI-W), from the third quarter 
of the prior year to the corre- 
sponding period of the current 
year. This year’s increase in the 
CPI-W was 2.3 percent. 

The 2.3 percent Cost-of-Liv- 
ing Adjustment (COLA) will be- 
gin with benefits that nearly 50 
million Social Security benefi- 
ciaries receive in January 2008. 
Increased payments to more than 
7 million Supplemental Security 
Income beneficiaries will begin 
on Dec. 31. 

Some other changes that take 
effect in January of each year are 
based on the increase in average 
wages. Based on that increase, 
the maximum amount of earn- 
ings subject to the Social Secu- 
rity tax (taxable maximum) will 
increase to $102,000 from 
$97,500. Of the estimated 164 
million workers who will pay 
Social Security taxes in 2008, 
nearly 12 million will pay higher 
taxes as a result of the increase 
in the taxable minimum.

What is Influenza? 

The flu is a contagious respi- 
ratory illness caused by influenza 
viruses. It can cause mild to se- 
vere illness. Every year in the 
U.S., on average 5% to 20% of 
the population gets the flu. More 
than 200,000 people are hospital- 
ized from flu complications and 
about 36,000 people die of the 
flu. 

The flu virus spreads mainly 
from person to person through 
coughing or sneezing. Most 
healthy adults may be able to in- 
fect others beginning one day 
before symptoms develop and up 
to five days after becoming sick. 
That means that a person may be 
able to pass on the flu to some- 
one else before they know they 
are sick. 

The flu is easily preventable 
by getting a flu vaccination each 
year. The best time to get the flu 
shot is between October and No- 
vember every year. Anyone who 
wants to reduce their chances of 
getting the flu, can get vacci- 
nated. However, certain people 
should get vaccinated each year 
because they are at high risk of 
having serious flu related com- 
plications or because they live 
with or care for high risk persons. 
People at high risk for complica- 
tions include people age 50 or 
older; those who have chronic 
medical conditions; people resid- 
ing in a Long Term Care Facil- 
ity; children 6 months to age 5, 
and pregnant women. 

For those receiving Medicare 
benefits, Medicare will cover the 
cost of the flu vaccination once 
per flu season. Medicare covers 
a wide range of preventive ser- 
vices. For a list of those services

metics rather than have a child 
wear a loose fitting mask that 
might restrict breathing or ob- 
scure vision.

Pedestrian Safety 

Young children should always 
be accompanied by an adult or an 
older, responsible child.

$48 million investment is 
first significant upgrade 
since the road was built 

CAMPTON, Ky. - Governor 
Ernie Fletcher last Saturday 
joined state and local officials 
here in breaking ground for a $48 
million project to widen a section 
of the Mountain Parkway east of 
Campton. Other than pavement 
resurfacing and bridge deck re- 
placement no noteworthy im- 
provements have been made to 
Kentucky’s first parkway since it 
opened in January 1963. 

“I think it’s high time we 
brought in the construction crews 
and started to work on the Moun- 
tain Parkway,” said Governor 
Fletcher. “This is the primary 
transportation artery for Eastern 
Kentucky. For decades, every ad- 
ministration has promised to 
widen the Mountain Parkway 
east of Campton. I’m here to tell 
you today that when I make a 
promise I intend to keep it. We 
are going to stop talking about it 
and start moving forward with 
this project.” 

Governor Fletcher also an- 
nounced that he has designated 
the widening project to be one of 
10 Design-Build projects autho- 
rized by the 2007 General As- 
sembly. 

“My responsibility as gover- 
nor is to pave the road to oppor- 
tunity for all 

Kentuckians,” Governor Fletcher 
said. “The Mountain Parkway 
should be the ‘Road to Opportu- 
nity’ in Eastern Kentucky. The 
people in this region deserve 
nothing less than to have this 
project placed on a fast track for 
completion. The economic and 
safety benefits derived from this 
investment will improve the qual- 
ity of life for people in this re- 
gion for generations to come.” 

The Design-Build approach 
calls for all phases of a project to 
proceed simultaneously, with 
project designers and construc- 
tion contractors working together

I al- 
ways said I got more out of the 
two years I spent at this little col- 
lege where i earned my teachers 
certificate— than any other college 
I attended. Mrs. Alice Lloyd was 
one of the greatest women I ever 
knew. How she and her mother 
found their way to Knott County 
in a buggy I will never know. She 
and her mother settled in a de- 
serted house across from Caney 
Creek. Mrs. Lloyd suffered from 
paralysis. Her doctors advisted 
her to seek a warmer climate. The 
house they came to was offered 
to them. The Presbyterians came 



to speed up all the processes of 
design, utility relocation, right- 
of-way acquisition, and construc- 
tion. 

“Everyone in Wolfe County 
and throughout Eastern Kentucky 
is truly elated that the widening 
of the Mountain Parkway is about 
to become a reality,” said Sen. 
Robert Stivers (R-Manchester). 
“Eastern Kentucky cannot real- 
ize significant economic progress 
without improvements to its 
transportation infrastructure. Our 
sincere thanks go out to Gover- 
nor Fletcher and the Transporta- 
tion Cabinet for taking this im- 
portant step forward.” 

The project will include the 
widening of the Mountain Park- 
way to four lanes between exits 
43 and 46. It will also include the 
addition of a ramp from north- 
bound Ky. 15 at Campton to the 
eastbound lanes of the parkway. 
Special drainage features will be 
added to control runoff from the 
roadway surface to improve the 
quality of water in Campton 
Lake. 

Governor Fletcher also said 
widening the parkway will make 
it safer for travelers. The section 
being widened has been the scene 
of 18 accidents in the last three 
years, resulting in eight serious 
injuries and one fatality. “In ad- 
dition to our successful effort to 
have effective traffic safety laws 
passed in Kentucky, we’re im- 
proving our older roads in the 
interest of saving lives in Ken- 
tucky,” the Governor said. 

In 2006 Governor Fletcher 
championed the passage of three 
landmark pieces of highway 
safety legislation for Kentucky. 
The primary seatbelt law, gradu- 
ated driver’s license and “quick 
clearance” law contributed to the 
first decline in highway fatalities 
in Kentucky in seven years. So 
far this year, 40 fewer people 
have lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways than at this point in 
2006.

They 
are now living in Northern 
Florida— plan to purchase a van to 
have a place to live while in Ken- 
tucky. Carles said he sure didn’t 
want to miss the Redeemed 
Church services on the third 
weekend.

Flu reminder is issued by 
Gateway Dist. Health Dept. 



With the arrival of flu season, 
the Gateway District Health De- 
partment urges the community to 
be diligent about good flu pre- 
vention practices. 

Flu vaccination is the primary 
method for preventing flu and its 
severe complications among all 
age groups. 

The 2007 recommendations 
by the Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices include 
the following priority groups for 
annual flu vaccination due to risk 
for flu-related complications and 
severe disease: 

•Children ages 6-59 months 
•People ages 50 years and 
over 

•Pregnant women 
•People of any age with cer- 
tain chronic medical conditions 
•Residents of long-term care 



facilities 

•People who live with or care 
for those at high risk, including 
household contacts, health-care 
workers 

Flu vaccine is offered by ap- 
pointment at all local health de- 
partments in the Gateway Dis- 
trict. In addition to the injectable 
vaccine, the health department 
this year is offering the nasal 
spray mist, which allows the vac- 
cine to be sprayed into the nos- 
trils. This method is recom- 
mended for healthy children and 
adults from 5 to 49 years of age. 
It is not recommended for preg- 
nant women. 

Influenza or flu is a very con- 
tagious disease caused by the flu 
virus that spreads from infected 
persons to the nose and throat of 
others. Some viruses and bacte- 



ria can live two hours or longer 
on surfaces like cafeteria tables, 
doorknobs and desktops. Fre- 
quent hand washing and thor- 
ough cleaning procedures in 
schools and health care facilities 
is critical to the prevention of the 
transmission of flu. 

Flu can lead to pneumonia and 
is particularly dangerous for the 
elderly, young children, or those 
with heart or breathing condi- 
tions. The pneumonia vaccine is 
also currently available and en- 
couraged for those individuals in 
the high-risk group. The pneu- 
monia vaccine is usually given in 
one dose, but under some circum- 
stances a second dose may be 
given. 

Influenza is responsible for 
approximately 200,000 hospital- 
izations and 36,000 deaths each 
year in the United States.

During the desperate days for 
the Battle of Britain, hundreds of 
Americans crossed the border 
into Canada to enlist with the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. 
Knowingly breaking the law, but 
with tacit approval of the the then 
still officially neutral United 
States Government , they volun- 
teered to fight the Nazis.. 

John Gillespie Magee, Jr., was 
one such American. Born in 
Shanghai , China, in 1922 to an 
English mother and a Scotch/ 
Irish-American father, Magee 
was 18 years old when he entered 
flight training. Within the year, 
he was sent to England and 
posted to the newly formed No 
412 Fighter Squadron, RCAF, 
which was activated at Digby, 
England, on 30 June 1941. He 
was qualified on and flew the 
Supewrmarine Spitfire. 

Flying fighter sweeps over 
France and air defense over En- 
gland against the German 
Luftwaffe, he rose to the rank of

Pilot Officer. 

On 3 September 1941, Magee 
flew a high altitude (30,000 feet) 
test flight in a newer model of the 
spitfire V. As he orbited and 
climbed upward, he was struck 
with the inspiration for a poem 
— ”To touch the face of God.” 

Once back on the ground, he 
wrote a letter to his parents. In it 
he commented, “I am enclosing 
a verse I wrote the other day. It 
started at 300,000 feet, and was 
finished soon after I landed. “ On 
the back of the letter, he jotted 
down his poem — “High Flight.” 

Just three months later, on 1 1 
December 1941 (and only three 
days after the U.S. entered the 
war) Pilot Officer John Gillespie 
Magee, Jr., was killed. The Spit- 
fire V he was flying, VZ-H, col- 
lided with an Oxford Trainer 
from Cranwell Airfield flown by 
Ernest Aubrey, the mid-aid hap- 
pened over the village of 
Roxholm, which lies between 
RAF Cranwell and RAF Digby, 
in the county of Lincolnshire at 
about 400 feet AGL at 11:30. 
John was descending in the 
clouds. At the enquiry a farmer 
testified that he saw the Spitfire 
pilot struggle to push back the 
canopy. The pilot, he said, finally 
stood up and jumped from the 
plane. John, however, was too 
close to the ground for his para- 



chute to open. He died instantly. 
He was 19 years old. 

Part of the official letter to his 
parents read, “Your son’s funeral 
took place at Scopwick Cem- 
etery, near Digby Areodome, at 
2:30 p.m. on Saturday, 13th De- 
cember, 1941, the service being 
conducted by Flight Lieutenant 
S.K. Belton, the Canadian padre 
of this Station, He was accorded 
full Service Honors, the coffin 
being carried by pilots of his own 
Squadron.” 

Delta is granted

charge, which fluctuates with gas 
use and makes up the bulk of 
customer bills, remains un- 
changed at $4.16 per thousand 
cubic feet of gas. Delta is re- 
quired by law to charge custom- 
ers the same rate for gas that it 
buys. 

According to a statement re- 
leased by the PSC, the average 
customer bill will increase from 
$88.46 to $93.96 under the new 
rates. The average residential 
customer uses 4,820 cubic feet of 
gas per month. 

Delta had originally asked for 
an increase of $5.64 million (9.2 
percent). However, the company 
and the state attorney general’s 
office of rate intervention 
reached a compromise, which the 
PSC approved.

FRANKFORT, Ky. — With 
this year’s flu season under way 
in Kentucky and ample supply of 
vaccine available, state health 
department officials are urging 
Kentuckians to get their annual 
flu shot. 

“Each year, many Kentuck- 
ians are hospitalized due to com- 
plications from the influenza vi- 
rus, so it’s extremely important 
to get a flu shot,” said William 
Hacker, M.D., public health 
commissioner and acting 
undersecretary for health at the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. ’’Unlike previous years 
when manufacturing issues or 
shipping delays occurred, plenty 
of vaccine should be on hand this 
season for anyone who wants to 
be vaccinated.” 

This year, national guidelines 
have expanded the ages of chil- 
dren considered to be in the high 
risk category for flu. It’s now rec- 
ommended that all children be- 
tween the ages of six months and 
59 months (4 years and 11 
months) have a flu shot each 
year. The recommendation used 
to apply only for children ages 
six months to 24 months. In ad- 
dition, children as young as 2 
years old are now eligible for 
FluMist®, the nasal spray vac- 
cine. 

The flu season can begin as 
early as October and last as late 
as May, and usually peaks be- 
tween January and March. Oc- 
tober and November are good 
months to be vaccinated for flu 
because it takes about two weeks 
for immunity to develop and of- 
fer protection against flu. How- 
ever, vaccination can be given 
any time during the flu season. 

Infection with the flu virus 
can cause fever, headache, 
cough, sore throat, runny nose, 
sneezing and body aches, ac- 
cording to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
(CDC). Infants and the elderly 
population are most at risk of 
serious illness, hospitalization or 
death from the flu. 

Immunization is particularly 
recommended to protect Ken- 
tuckians 65 and older; ah chil- 
dren six months to 23 months; 
and those with a chronic disease 
such as heart disease, cancer,

asthma or diabetes. Healthy in- 
dividuals 50 to 64 also are 
strongly recommended to re- 
ceive flu immunizations. An an- 
nual flu vaccine (either the flu 
shot or the nasal-spray flu vac- 
cine) is the best way to reduce 
the chances of getting the flu and 
prevent spreading the flu virus to 
others. 

Other good health habits that 
can help prevent the spread of flu 
and other respiratory viruses in- 
clude: 

Wash your hands often to help 
protect you from germs. 

Avoid touching your eyes, 
nose or mouth. Germs are often 
spread when a person touches 
something that is contaminated 
with germs and then touches his 
or her eyes, nose or mouth. 

Cover your mouth and nose 
with a tissue when coughing or 
sneezing. It may prevent those 
around you from getting sick. 

Avoid close contact with 
people who are sick. When 
you’re sick, keep your distance 
from others to protect them from 
getting sick too. 

If possible, stay home from 
work, school and errands when 
you’re sick. You’ll help prevent 
others from catching your illness. 

In addition to flu vaccine, the 
Department for Public Health 
(DPH) strongly encourages all 
adults 65 or older and others in 
high risk groups to ask their 
health care provider about the 
pneumococcal vaccine. This vac- 
cine can help prevent pneumo- 
nia, one of the flu’s most serious 
and potentially deadly complica- 
tions. 

“The pneumococcal vaccine 
is extremely safe, effective, can 
be taken at any time of year and 
is currently available in an ad- 
equate supply,” Hacker said. 

Caused by bacteria, pneumo- 
coccal disease can result in seri- 
ous pneumonia, meningitis or 
blood infections. According to 
the CDC, pneumococcal disease 
kills more people in the U.S. 
each year than all other vaccine- 
preventable diseases combined. 
Between 20,000 and 40,000 
deaths are attributed to flu and 
pneumonia nationally each year, 
with more than 90 percent of 
those deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older. 

Flu is responsible for approxi- 
mately 200,000 hospitalizations 
and 36,000 deaths a year in the 
United States. While it is a seri- 
ous virus, it is also a preventable 
virus.

The action is fast once you 
locate the birds. “A lot of people 
say they don’t like fall turkey 
hunting because it’s not as inter- 
active,” says Lacefield. “But if 
you’re on to turkeys, it’s pretty 
fast and furious when you bust 
them up. I’ve seen gobblers 
gobble and strut, the whole nine 
yards. And there’s nothing like 
having 30 turkeys around you.” 

Fall turkey shotgun season 
runs Oct. 27-Nov. 2 and Dec. 1- 
7. Archery season is open now 
through January 21, 2008. Cross- 
bow season is open now, closes 
Oct. 21, and reopens Nov. 10- 
Dec. 31. Fall turkey hunters 



should remember that hunting 
turkeys over bait, or within 30 
days after bait removal, is ille- 
gal. For example, turkeys cannot 
be hunted where deer feeders are 
present or where corn is scattered 
on the ground for deer. For more 
information on bag limits, baiting 
laws, and all other fall turkey 
hunting regulations, pick up a 
copy of the 2007-2008 Kentucky 
Hunting and Trapping Guide, 
available wherever hunting li- 
censes are sold.

Then just before the end of the 
first half, a manageable game 
suddenly turned into a three- 
touchdown deficit as Curd was 
intercepted on a deflected pass 
and taken back 55 yards by

The Wildcats scored on their 
first possession of the third pe- 
riod. A 28-yard run by Jonah Jus- 
tice put the ball inside the Cou- 
gar 10. On the next play, Johnson 
found Lucas Simpson for a six- 
yard scoring pass for a 28-0 lead. 
Shelby Valley then put the game 
out of reach on an eight-yard 
touchdown pass from Johnson to 
Bryant for a 3 5 -point lead after 
three quarters.

Fall turkey hunting 



basics 



Fall turkey season is an often 
overlooked hunting opportunity. 
Hunters take just a few thousand 
birds in Kentucky at this time of 
year, compared to more than 
25,000 during an average spring 
season. Many hunters think that 



a fall hunt can’t compare to the 
thrill of calling in a spring gob- 
bler. But fall turkey hunting has 
its own advantages. Rather than 
seeing a few turkeys, fall hunt- 
ers might see dozens of birds at 
a time. Hens are legal for harvest 
and dogs can be used to locate 
and flush turkeys. To succeed, 
hunters have to get out of the 
spring turkey mindset and learn 
some basic fall techniques. 

Scouting is even more impor- 
tant in the fall than it is in the 
spring, because turkeys are 
flocked up instead of scattered in 
smaller groups or alone. “There 
aren’t turkeys everywhere in the 
fall,” says Joe Lacefield, an avid 
turkey hunter and wildlife biolo- 
gist for the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re- 
sources. “But when you find 
them, it’s easier to hunt them.” 

Start by finding where the 
birds roost. Look for evergreen 
trees like cedars and pines dur- 
ing bad weather, and large oak 
trees at other times. This year’s 
drought caused a spotty mast 
crop, but Lacefield notes that the 
oaks that do have acorns are 
heavy with nuts. Look for those 
trees in drainage areas. 

A good fall turkey tactic is to 
go out just before dark when tur- 
keys are flying up to roost and 
scatter them. Shake trees and 
make loud noises to break up the 
flock. Once the birds scatter, they 
won’t re-flock until daylight. 
Return to the same spot in the 
morning before first light and 
intercept the turkeys as they 
group back together, hunting 
from a blind can increase your 
chance of success and allow you 
to move around without spook- 
ing birds. 

Lacefield often locates tur- 
keys while bowhunting for deer 
in the evenings. He can hear 
birds from as far as 200 yards 
away, flying up to roost for the 
night. “They’ll bust everywhere 
in the dark,” he says. “In the 
morning, they’re eager to get 
back together. If you’re not con- 
fident in your calls, get in be- 
tween a hen and poult and let 
them come toward you.” 

Hens and gobblers rarely mix 
this time of year. Most flocks 
consist of either hens and poults 
or gobblers and jakes. Skip mat- 
ing calls like cackling and cut- 
ting and opt instead for hen yelps 
and the soft kee-kee run of a lost 
poult. If you’re hunting gobblers, 
use a slow, raspy yelp. 

“I don’t call nearly as much 
as I do in the spring,” says 
Lacefield. “But it’s possible o 
call a whole flock toward you,” 
He notes that a box call makes a 
good gobbler yelp as well as a 
hen cluck or purr, while a mouth 
call is best for mimicking young 
turkeys. Slate calls are good for 
soft yelps, purrs and clucks.

Disease will not affect deer 
seasons or zones this year 



Frankfort, Ky. - No changes 
are anticipated this year to 
Kentucky’s deer seasons or zones 
due to the widespread outbreak 
of Epizootic Hemorrhagic Dis- 
ease (EHD). 

Officials with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources have documented 
3,000 deer deaths this year due 
to an outbreak of the disease. That 
number is only a fraction of 
Kentucky’s estimated deer herd 
of nearly a million. 

“It’s only affected a small per- 
centage of deer, so we’re not 
planning to change any seasons 
or zones this year,” said Wildlife 
Division Director Karen Alexy. 
“There are still plenty of deer out 
there, and the first hard freeze 
should help stop the outbreak.” 

A virus transmitted by the bite 
of a midge (gnat) causes hemor- 
rhagic disease. Hard freezes 
should stop major outbreaks be- 
cause the cold kills the midges. 
The vims is not infectious to hu- 
mans and cannot be spread from 
the carcass of a deer. 

The disease outbreak first 
flared in western Kentucky be- 
fore progressing to a majority of 
counties in the state. Residents of 
northern and eastern Kentucky 
are now reporting an increasing 
number of deer deaths as the dis- 
ease spreads. Officials in several 
surrounding states report similar 
outbreaks. 

Kentucky’s outbreak is caus- 
ing concern among hunters be- 
cause of the visibility of dead 
animals. A majority of the car- 
casses are being found around 
water, where they are easily seen. 
This has led to a high number of 
calls to Kentucky Fish and Wild- 



life about the outbreak and 
whether deer seasons or zones 
will be affected this year. 

Tina Brunjes, big game coor- 
dinator for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, points to the number of 
deer taken by archers this year as 
evidence that the disease is not 
having a large enough impact to 
affect hunting seasons or zones. 
The number of deer taken by ar- 
chers during September was 
about the same as last year, which 
itself was a record year for deer 
harvest during that month. 

“Deer harvest totals to date are 
about the same as they’ve been 
for the past three years,” she said. 
“If this disease was eliminating 
entire deer herds, then bow hunt- 
ers wouldn’t be so successful.” 

Kentucky has so many deer 
that it is not necessary to avoid 
harvesting does, especially in 
Zone 1 and Zone 2 counties, 
where the deer concentrations 
range up to 63 animals per square 
mile. 

Department officials will re- 
evaluate herd numbers once the 
outbreak ceases. This year’s 
drought and spotty production of 
the state’s white oak acorns and 
other nut crops may affect the 
number of deer that survive the 
winter. Department officials will 
evaluate total deer numbers and 
recommend any changes to zones 
in 2008, if needed, at the March 
meeting of the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission. 

In the meantime, hunters 
should not be deterred by the out- 
break. Eating the meat of deer 
that appear to be healthy poses no 
risk to humans even if the deer is 
infected with hemorrhagic dis-

However, hunters should not 
consume animals that appear 
emaciated or weak prior to har- 
vest, due to the risk of secondary 
infections. Hemorrhagic disease 
can cause large abscesses to form 
in the body cavity, muscle tissue 
or under the skin. These ab- 
scesses render the meat inedible.
